The San Rafael City Council 
pulled the plug last night on 
the Bret Harte D rainage As- 
aessm ent District.

sessed. as the council voted 
unanim ously for Fred E. Jen ­ 
sen's motion that proceedings 
to set it up be term inated. 
In its place, the city will a t­ 
tack the Bret H arte flood prob­ 
lem piecem eal- and hope 
First piece will be $5,000 
participation, with N orthw est­ 
ern Pacific Railroad to pay an 
equal am ount, to widen a cul­ 
vert taking flood w ater from 
behind the G eister B rothers 
property on DuBois Street un­ 
d er the railroad tracks. 
A nother step will be repair 
of city pumps. Mayor John F. 
M clnnis angrily disclosed on 
A pril 
1 that th ree of five 
pum ps were inoperative d u r­ 
ing last w inter's heavy flood­ 
ing. 
The joint project with the 
railroad was urged anew to 
the council last night by Carl 
Rickards, a Bret H arte proper­ 
ty owner. The council voted 
unanim ously 
to 
spend 
the 
$5.000. 
The m atter of the pum ps 
was pressed 
by Councilman 
H arry A. B arbier and a m em ­ 
b er of the audience. 
“ I have $20.000 in the budg­ 
e t.” said Public W orks Direc­ 
to r N orris Rawles when asked 
by Barbier. “W hat’s the status 
of those pum ps?” 
A m em ber of the audience, 
who did not identify himself, 
dem anded a m ore direct an­ 
swer. 
“They’ll be fixed by Octo­ 
b e r? ” queried Barbier. “They 
will all be done?” 
Mayor M clnnis answered for 
Rawles with w hat m ight be 
interpreted as an order: “The 
pum ps will be fixed before 
iall.”

up with a proposal to stim ulate 
vocational education and re ­ 
training of w orkers. 
This, the leaders said, will be 
part of the civil rights pack­ 
age Kennedy will present to 
Congress tom orrow. But even­ 
tually it may take the form of 
separate legislation, they said. 
Retraining 
and 
vocational 
education fit into the problem 
of bow to handle the racial is­ 
sue because a larger proportion 
of Negroes than whites is un­ 
em ployed and a larger propor­ 
tion is unskilled labor. 
The K ennedy-leadership con­ 
ference was one of a series at 
a tim e when the adm inistra­ 
tio n ’s efforts to solve the racial 
question are draw ing a broad, 
varied reaction. Some persons 
think the president is not do­ 
ing enough fast enough and 
others say he is moving too far 
and too swiftly.

sion for hearing by the full 
commission of its turndow n of 
abandonm ent of the

Suello tunnel and 2.56 miles 
of railroad m ainline in and 
north of San Rafael. 
The ICC rejected the rail

petition 
by decision of its three-m em ­ 
ber

panel 
on 
June 5. 
In asking hearing by the en­ 
tire 
ll-m an 
ICC. 
attorneys 
Randolph K arr and Harold S. 
Lentz of Southern Pacific Co., 
sole ow ner of NWP, contended 
that “an issue of general tran s­ 
portation 
im portance 
is 
in­ 
volved.” Such an issue is re­ 
quired before the full ICC will 
consider 
hearing 
an 
appeal 
from a decision of one of its 
divisions. 
The attorneys’ petition says 
“general 
transportation 
im ­ 
portance” is involved because 
the question “is w hether cer­ 
tain railroad funds are to be 
used economically, or w hether 
that m oney should be investee^ 
to im prove efficiency and serv­ 
ice w ith the consequent bene­ 
fits to the public.” 
It holds that rebuilding the 
Puerto Suello Tunnel, partially 
destroyed by fire on July 20, 
1961, would cost at least $851,- 
000, and th at this money would 
be spent “to perpetuate an 
uneconom ical 
route 
of 
the 
Sante F e” when another route 
(the NW P line through Schell- 
ville) is available. 
These points were debated 
in protracted hearings before 
ICC exam iner F. Roy Linn last 
year. He rejected the NW P’s 
petition, and was upheld unan 
imously by the ICC’s division 
board. 
Appeal for hearing by the 
full ICC had been forecast by 
attorneys for the City of San 
Rafael as a “last-ditch” effort 
by the railroad to avoid re ­ 
opening th e tunnel.

operating expenses are han- 
dled. Funds for the agency 
ar<* concealed somewhere in 
the massive federal budget, 
so that only a few persons 
know how much money it is 
spending. 
I enjoy going through the 
budget and picking out items 
that 1 think might be used to 
mask a few bucks for the 
CIA. For instance, there is 
the Abaca Fiber Program. 


ACCORDING TO the budg 
et for fiscal 1964, this pro­ 
gram is taking nothing out of 
the Treasury and is putting 
$99.000 back in. That certain­ 
ly looks suspicious. In fact, 
it s downright unbureaucrat- 
ic 
My hunch is that there's 
really no such thing as Abaca 
Fiber and that the money 
actually is going to the CIA.

A $680,000 ITEM for the 
I S. Naval Academy’s laun­ 
dry service likewise would be 
a logical place to conceal a 
CIA appropriation.

Other budgetary items that 
caught my eye ostensibly cov­ 
ered such activities as "brush 
disposal” and the preserva­ 
tion of ancient Nubian monu­ 
ments. 
Offhand. $9 million seems 
like an awful lot of money for 
the government to be spend­ 
ing to get rid of brushes. And, 
an ancient Nubian m o n u ­ 
ment sounds to me like a per­ 
fect hangout for spies.

course, not us but somebody 
else). 
We know when we stop to 
think about it that s i n c e 
human beings aren’t perfect 
we do have to agree to some 
laws which limit our individ­ 
ual rights for the common 
good. In the United States we 
want to keep those laws as 
unrestrictive 
of 
individual 
rights as possible while insur­ 
ing "freedom and justice for 
all." 


But when a hundred years 
of constitutionally declared 
equal citizenship for the Ne­ 
gro has in fact not brought 
him close to equal citizen­ 
ship. at a time in the world’s 
history when colored peoples 
the world over are gaining 
their freedom from oppres­ 
sive white colonialism and 
looking to the United States 
for leadership, and yet when 
many intelligent and other­ 
wise humane white people 
can eontinue contentedly to 
assume that they should have 
a right to "live in the neigh­ 
borhoods of their choice" but 
that the Negro should not 
have that right, then it is no 
wonder 
that 
many 
people 
want to try what more explicit 
laws can do to push the Ne­ 
gro's opportunity to become 
indeed an equal citizen . . . 


My arguments will not con­ 
vince Mrs. Martin any more 
than her’s convince me, for 
after all, this is not a matter 
of logic but of underlying 
convictions about humanity. 
The less fundamental fears 
and prejudices that some of 
us have grown up with will 
give way eventually before 
the deeper conviction of hu­ 
man brotherhood that m o s t 
people nowadays share. 
But this is a time for those 
who do share this conviction 


to make themselves known, 
and not to be put off by argu­ 
ments about "my right to 
choose my neighbors."

When is a public phone not 
a public phone? Or why pay 
a toll charge to phone within 
one community? 
This question has b e e n 
brought to our attention sev­ 
eral times lately. It concerns 
the 
Mann 
County 
library 
branch in Novato basically, 
but other communities in the 
county also are affected. 
Complaints have come to us 
about trying to call the No­ 
vato branch of the county li­ 
brary'. There is a phone in 
the library, but it is used for 
outgoing calls only. 
If a person lives in Novato, 
he may want to call the li­ 
brary’ to see if it has a certain 
book. He cannot find the 
number, so calls information 
and is told that he must call 
the main library at the Civic 
Center. 


THIS IS A TOLL charge, so 
he may or may not call. He 
must decide whether it is 
cheaper to pay the toll phone 
call, or to drive to the library 
in person to find out for him­ 
self whether the branch li­ 
brary has the book or not. 
Novato is not the only city 
or area with this problem. 
Corte Madera. Kentfield, and 
Fairfax branch libraries also 
have phones on which you 
cannot call into the library. 
The other 11 branch libraries 
do not have phones, accord­ 
ing to Mrs. Ida Goodrich of 
the county library. 
Mrs. Goodrich said that in 
the branch libraries, it would 
be too much work for some­ 
one to handle a phone and 
also check out books. Perhaps 
the librarians need instruc­ 
tion on answering a phone 


and asking the person to wait 
while the other person fin­ 
ished what he was doing. 
It is a simple process Tha 
taxpayers who are paying for 
that phone will find that they 
then can use what they ar« 
paying for.

Khrushchev Comes To Showdown 


On What To Do About U N 


WASHINGTON—The Unit- 
ed Nations is presenting Pre­ 
mier Khrushchev with a dif­ 
ficult dilemma: the UN is too 
valuable a forum to desert 
and. from Moscow’s stand­ 
point. too dangerous an agen­ 
cy to keep in being unless it 
can be put on a Soviet leash. 
This is why, three times 
during the past three years, 
the Soviet Union has sought 
to fasten its veto on the func­ 
tioning of the General Assem­ 
bly as it already has on the 
Security Council. 
It did so in 1960 when 
Khrushchev pounded his shoe 
on his UN desk and demanded 
that the secretary-general be 
replaced by a "troika commit­ 
tee” which would enable the 
Kremlin to prevent the Sec­ 
retariat from carrying out any 
decisions of the General As­ 
sembly it 
didn’t like. He 
failed. 


IT DID SO at the World 
Court in 1962 by trying to 
avert a judgment that special 
assessments (to cover such 
items as the peace-keeping 
activities in the Middle East 
and in the Congo) were as 
binding on members as the 
general budget. It failed.

It is marshalling all its in­ 
struments of pressure and 
popaganda to intimidate the 
new and smaller nations, par­ 
ticularly in Asia and Africa, 
The Soviets want them to be­ 
lieve that, if they vote to up­ 
hold the World Court judg­ 
ment that all UN costs are 
equally binding on all mem? 
bers. something terrible wili 
happen to them. 


FROM THE MANEUVER­ 
ING behind the scenes at the 
UN, the evidence is that the 
smaller nations are not going 
to yield to Soviet threats and 
will soon vote to preserve the 
financial 
integrity 
of 
the 
United Nations by requiring 
all members to pay Up — or 
else. 
There will apparently be 
sufficient 
support 
for 
an 
equitable distribution of UN 
costs plus an additional vol­ 
untary peace-keeping fund to 
which the wealthier countries 
may contribute—at their dis­ 
cretion—so that the poorest 
countries may not have to 
pay beyond their capacity. 
This means that the Soviet 
Union will almost certainly 
fail in Us third attempt to in» 
mobilize the UN or to pre­ 
vent it from acting except 
when the Communist bloe 
delegates say yes. 


IF THE VOTE goes as now 
expected, the Soviet Union 
will be required to pay its 
share of all UN costs or take 
the consequences. 
The principal consequence 
is that by January, 1964, the 
Soviet Union would be two 
years behind in its payments 
and, failing to pay by then, 
would forfeit its vote in the 
General Assembly. 
What will the Soviets do? 
They have three alternatives! 
(1) to accept the overwhelm­ 
ing verdict of the UN and pay 
up; (2) to remain a hobbled, 
non-voting member of the 
General Assembly; (3) to get 
out. 
They could do any one of 
these three things. They’d 
hate to pay up, but they’ll 
have to or suffer a prestige 
loss which would be totally 
unacceptable.

By Ruffing Out Opponents 


If South tries to ruff his 
heart and diamond losers in 
dummy, 
the opponents will 
lead trumps to limit dummy to 
one ruff. 


This defense will hold South 
to nine tricks. 


Ruffing is the subject of 
each hand this week. 
Today we see an example of 
setting up dummy's long suit 
by ruffling out the high cards 
held by the opponents.

IN DUMMY 
The lead was now in dum­ 
my, and declarer could cash 
the last two clubs to fulfill the 
contract. 
South’s line of play is very 
simple, but he must execute it 
with care. Each club ruff must 
be made with a high trump to 
make sure of keeping all pos­ 
sible trump entries to dummy.

Study Planned For 
Water Resources 


By EDWIN S. CAPPS 
irrigation districts, power com- 


SACRAMENTO (CN Sh-D oes 
California want full develop­ 
m ent of all of its w ater resourc- 
es for the maximum am ount of 
new w ater and power develop­ 
m ent. regardless of harm done 
to fi^h and w ildlife’’ 
Does the state wish to pro­ 
tect its fish and wildlife, even 
If it means halting most water 
development projects’’ 
Or does the state want some 
sort of well coordinated com­ 
bination of the two approaches 
— an orderly w ater develop­ 
m ent. designed to produce the 
most benefits hut also design­ 
ed to offer fullest protection 
and enhancem ent to fish and 
Wildlife? 
Except for a few special in­ 
terests on one side or the other, 
the answ er is ohviously the 
third approach 
But the Cali­ 
fornia w ater commission is one 
isfate agency that has warned 
that, if this is the desire, it’s 
going to cost some money. 
The commission is proposing 
a full-scale, statew ide investiga­ 
tion of all the w ater resources 
not developed. The study would 
be somewhat on the order of 
the study that led to develop­ 
m ent of the so-called California 
w ater plan. 
The CWP presents a program 
of w ater development designed 
to assure the fullest develop­ 
m ent of all sources, with none 
com peting against each other. 
The fish and wildlife study pre­ 
sum ably would follow the same 
pattern and could 
come up 
w ith findings on w hat stream 
flows would be required in de­ 
velopm ent of anv stream s, how 
construction of r e s e r v o i r s 
would help or harm resources, 
etc. 
It’s not difficult to see this 
would cost money. It’s also not 
difficult to see th at it would 
have to be a broadly-based 
study, with representatives of 
fish and game, w ater resources, 


panies. sportsm en, landowners, 
cattlem en, forest service 
and 
others in a proper balance. 
The results of such a study 
would be of little aviil if they 
were slantd tow ard any partic­ 
ular interest and would cause 
nothing more than the same 
type of controversy as if there 
had been no study. 
What the study might be able 
to produce would be some gen­ 
erally 
accepted 
inform ation 
that Stream X would require 
a certain minimum flow and 
that reservoirs on the stream 
might be most ideally located 
at Sites Y and 7.. but should 
not be located at Site W. 
This would give a project 
developer some idea of what 
he might be up against, should 
he decide to move in to develop 
a certain stream 
The study probably would 
tak 10 years. This seems a long , 
tim e but, a study afte r 10 years i 
would be better than the pres-1 
ent state of confusion merely 
prolonged for 10 years. 
STUDIES 
The departm ent of fish and 
game 
the main agency look-; 
ing out for preservation of fish 
and wildlife—often is charged ' 
now with not m aking studies or 
evaluations on stream s or lakes 
until a developer actually is 
ready to go in and go to work. 
The departm ent adm its this 
often is true as it does not have 
sufficient funds to study every 
source of w ater in the state. 
As it works out, the depart­ 
m ent does well to keep up with 
actual planned developm ents, 
in a sort of operation of put­ 
ting out spot fires as they de­ 
velop. 
The w ater commission, as a 
beginning, has recom m ended a 
state senate com m ittee spend 
a year or two outlining and 
planning just what the scope of 
such a statew ide study should 
be. T here would seem to be no 
tim e like the present.

And it may set off a chain re­ 
action of farrcaching conse­ 
quences which could seriously 
disrupt numerous communities 
A hracero is a Mexican who 
comes to the V S. for a few 
limited months to help har­ 
vest crops l^ist year 195.000 
roamed as far east as Indiana 
They are nothing like the 
stereotype idea of Jose dozing 
under a sombrero. “They kill 
themselves'’ working, a Sacra­ 
mento worker once complained 
at a government hearing. 
Here in Salmas. Clancy Wil* 
| son. a field supervisor, explains 
that a braccro is eager because 
j “he comes to us hungry.” 
One of his workers, Luis 
Torres, 35, said that in his own 
Zacatecas village he earns only 
10 pesos (83 cents) a day. He 
hopes to take home enough 
money to buy a cow for his 
family of six. 
In this country braceros are 
paid 
prevailing wage 
rates 
Most braceros work In the 


Southwest where earnings vary! 
between 50 cents an hour in 
parts of Arkansas. New Mexico 
and Texas and $1 33 in Cali­ 
fornia. 
Generally, braceros do the 
“stoop labor,’’ bending to pluck 
vegetables under the hot sun 
10 to 12 hours a day. seven 
days a week They live in long, 
narrow 
dormitories, 
isolated 
from town, while their families 
remain in Mexico. 
The hracero program began 
during the Korean War under 
an agreement with the Mexi­ 
can government. Mexico bene­ 
fited because returning bra­ 
ceros were a major source of 
dollars and contributed new 
ideas to their villages. 
IJist month the U. S House 
of Representatives, at the urg­ 
ing of labor and church groups, 
refused to extend the program 
beyond Dec. 31. 
its opponents said the bra- 
! ceros kept U. S. wage rates 
down. Now that 59 per cent 
of the nation s workers are un­ 
employed, they said Mexican 
help is no longer needed 
According to former liibor 
Secretary James P. Mitchell, a 
Republican, its presence forces 
Americans to work under con­ 
ditions which are “an affront 


to the conscience of the Ameri 
can people.” 
But the House action was 
largely unexpected 
Farmers, 
who had wanted a gradual 
phase-out, are d e m a n d i n g . | 
where can they get substitutes? 
California, which uses braceros 
all year long, alone has 72,900 
at peak periods. 
Farmers say they cannot oh-;

bor because the work is too 
hard Also, many workers now 
must leave their families at 
home while traveling to distant1

The American agricultural 
worker is lucky if he works 
nine months a year. Since his 
earnings include no fringe ben­ 
efits such as unemployment 
and medical insurance, he goes 
on relief when out of work.

Farmers say teen-agers nowa­ 
days don't want much to help 
and aren’t much good when 
they do. 
The answer, the AF1.-CIO 
says, is to drastically increase 
wages.

A window box of stunted 
radish plants and dishes of 
misshapen 
chicken 
embryos 
has left 12 students at David 
son Junior High School deep 
into the microscopic world of 
nuclear radiation and its ef­ 
fects on living thing'. 
The students last week left 
school for the summer carry­ 
ing with them copies of the 
"Davidson Journal of Science," 
the only concrete evidence of 
their studies. 
The journal contained do 
tailed reports they had written 
on carefully thought out scien­ 
tific experiments they conduct­ 
ed while members of an unus­ 
ual year long class on radia­ 
tion 
The class, in its second 
year, is taught after school by 
scientists from California Re­ 
search 
Corp. 
in 
Richmond 
More important than stating re­ 
sults of the experiments, the 
reports showed a striking com­ 
prehension 
of the 
scientific 
method and the limitations the 
students knew thev faced with 
their experiments. 


As student Xlartha Puente 
wrote: "I 
know 
that this 
project was not a failure by I 
any means. If ‘science’ didn't 
learn anything from It, at 
least I did." 


The fundamental principles 
of how an atom is put together 
and 
what 
happens when 
it 
fuse’s or is split were elemen­ 
tary 
to 
the 
scientists 
who 
taught the course. To the stu­ 
dents. 
the 
principles 
"went 
deeper into everything" than 
anything they had studied be­ 
fore. 
, 
"It was completely different 
from anything I’d done be­ 
fore," said Sue Clayton. 
She 
and Linda Wralkcr caught tiny 
organisms called crustaceans 
(cyclops, ostrarods and daph- 
niai. had them radiated wdth 
different amounts of gamma 
radiation and studied the ef­ 
fects on reproduction. 


The daphnia, they found, 
turned dark. 
The cyclops 
had more offspring than a 
control group not irradiated, 
and the ostracods died "with­ 
out having 
reproduced 
at 
all." 


Boys in the class were out­ 
numbered eight to four by the 
girls. 
The four concentrated 
on building devices with which 
to study and detect radiation, a 
Geiger counter, an oscillator 
and a cloud chamber, built by 
Robert Ryan. 
"In the second year there 
was a lot of repetition," said 
Robert Pinkus, who with David 
Denison built a Geiger counter, 
which 
counts 
radiation par­ 
ticles. "The repetition cleared 
up a lot of things we didn’J get 
last year.” 
"It gives you 
a feel for 
science," explained David. 
An oscillator, which converts 
sun rays to sounds, was built 
by Francis Dahl. 


"The class took a lot of 


concentration," added Linda j 
Walker, “ hut It would ha%e 
been boring If it were too 
low. 
There wouldn't he a 
challenge." 


A packet of ordinary radish 
seeds were irradiated with dif­ 


fe re n t amounts of gamma rays 
at California Research Corp 
for Nancy Tabor. VVendv Strom 
and Cherie Jordan 
The girls watched the seeds 
grow to study the effects of 
radiation on the seedlings. 
The experiment was almost 
washed away by the bad weath­ 
er fared by all Mann garden­ 
ers this spring but the girls 
noted these effects: 
Those seeds with the most 
r a d i a t i o n grew thick first 
leaves, then wilted and died. 
The plants with less radiation 
were not as resistant to the 
poor 
growing 
conditions

were 
the controls,

is probable that 
none of the irradiated eggs 
would have produced a normal 
chick 
I’m a little more scared 
of a nuclear bomb than I used 
to be." she added. 
A final experiment on the ef­ 
fects of radiation on fruit flies 
and how many offspring they 
have was conducted bv Jan 


Noble and Tina Brinckerhoff. 
Their conclusion reflects the 
best in cautious scientific state­ 
ment 
"Such a small number 
of experiments with so few 
flies is not completely conclu­ 
sive. hut it appears that gamma 
radiation in increasing dosages 
is 
increasingly damaging to 
the reproduction of fruit flies." 


Jan summed up the class* 
feelings with these words: 
“ Now 1 know the wav real 
grownups do it." 


Her father, Edward Noble, 
was one of the chemists who 
taught the class. All the scien­ 
tists have children in San Ra­ 
fael schools, though not neces­ 
sarily in junior high. 
“ It’s difficult enough to put 
| this into language and concepts 
these 
children 
could under­ 
stand." concluded Noble. "By 
the time we got through, I 
think they understood It, con- 
| sidering the limited exposure 
they’ve had."
